THK MINT CASKS. 


Two of the men who were paid from 


the public treasury for performing i_er- 
tain duties .in the United States Mint 
at Carson are now wearing stripes un- 
der heavy sentences in the Peniten- 
tiary. 
When the shortage was discov- 


ered in the mint and the men s-ince 
convicted of being responsible for it 
were accused of stealing the bullion, 
the cry- of persecution was rai=ed r.t 
Carson and tho howl was eohoed by 
every ring organ in the State. 
People 


who wanted tha thieves hunted down 
and punished, were denounced by the 
ring papers and a combined and deter- 
mined eflort was made to make the 
public believe that there was no shoit- 
age in the mint, and if there v,as, that 
it occurred under the administration of 
.Superintendent Adams and Helter and 
Keflner Harris. 
When this position 


was made untenable by the discovery 
that $23,000 in eold bullion 990 fine had 
been taken by Heney to tho lieno Re- 
duction Works prior to the Adam j ad- 
ministration at the mint, a further at- 
tempt was made to arouse partisan feel- 
ings in favor of tha accused. 
The or- 


gan of the Carson cjaiig charged the 
JOURNAL, and, in fact, all who encour- 
aged the prosecution of the thieve-', 
whoever they might be, with all the 
crimes in Ihe calendar. 
Tho iiro->ecu- 


tion was pronounced a farce and the 
Court and its officers ridiculed until 
forbearance ceased to be a virtae, and 
the Court interposed its authority to 
silence the gang and its or^an 
Xow, 


after two trials of each of the defend- 
ants, there is no doubt \\haUver of 
their guilt, yet those who attempted to 
shield the real thieves, though presum- 
ably knowing that they were guilty, 
and openly accused innocent persons 
of the crime, hold toeir heads high, 
though they have escaped the conse- 
quences of bribing witnesses oi.ly by a 
technicality. 


Much credit is deservedly accorded 


the counsel for the prosecution m this 
case. General Clarke was engaged to 
assist Distiict Attorney Jones earl > m 
the proceedings, when it was little lass 
than high treason to allege thatlheio 
was a shortage in the mint and that a 
former administration was lespousiule 
for that shortage. He faced tin* preju- 
dice, and though,as Judge Hawley say=, 
even fraud, perjury, bribery and cor- 
ruption were brought to bear tu in- 
fluence the result, secured tho convic- 
tion of two of the thieves. 


It is greatly to be hoped, iu the in- 


terest of justice and good government! 
that if there are others implicated in 
the mint steal, they will receive their 
deserts or at Inust be compelled to 
publicly interpose tho statute uf limi- 
tations as a barrier to tho penitentiary. 
The public have a right to know how 
so many bags of 
standard dollais, 


which experts say were never in circu- 
lation, found their way from the mint 
to the State Treasury. Were thoso dol- 
lars coined surreptitiously ? If not, to 
whom and for what purpose were they 
paid by the mint authorities at a time 
in 1893 when the Secretary of the 
Treasury in answer to demands for 
standard dollars publicly announced 
that there were no free dollars in the 
vaults of the mints or the United 
States treasury. 


THE 
FIELD AGAINST 
M'KIXLLTf 


In the contest for the Republican 


nomination for President, McKmley is 
far in the lead, but it is claimed by the 
opposition that he will not have a ma- 
jority in the convention. Tho Allison, 
Reed, Morton, Quay and Cullom mana- 
gers say their candidates have not the 
slightest idea of withdrawing. They 
claim that McKinley will fall from 
eighty to one hundred short of a major- 
ito, and that tho combined opposition 
will have from 525 to 550 votes. 


Mr. Clarkson, who is managing Alli- 


son's flght, is a member of the National 
Committee from Iowa. He says that 
by the rules of the party, all contests 
will first be heard by the National Com- 
mittee, which makes up a temporary 
roll of the National Convention. E'ich 
State in 
the temporary convent IOLI 


elects a member of the Committee on 
Credentials and contestants are hoard 
again before that committee. 
The 


Convention will also hear contests 
through the report of the Committee 
on Credentials, so there will be three 
careful examinations of all contestants 
Four-fifths of the contests are repre- 
sented by McKinley men, who bolted 
from the regular State or district con- 
ventions. The convention will bo a 
very serious affair, and Mr. Clarksou 
thinks will result in showing the sober 
judgment of the majority to bo for some 
other candidate than McKinley, from 
party interests. 


If McKinley is the choice of tho Ke- 


pablican National Convention.it will 
show that the party is disposed to make 
the tariff question the principal issue 
of the campaign, as it was in 1892. Then 
the tariff law, known as the MoKinley 
bill, was in force and a majority of the 
people declared in favor of changing it. 
Now the people know that the restora- 
tion of the McKinley tariff.would^iot re- 
store prosperity to the country, and to 
make the flght on that single issue, as 
the gold men of both the old parties 
desire to do, would, with the 
present 


feeling on the financial question, be in- 
viting defeat. Mr. Clarkson, who is a 
shrewd politician, understands that, 
And relies upon the political sagacity 
of the leaders of the Republican Na- 


and place some less pronounced advo- 
cate of excessive taxation at the head 
of the ticket. 


If the Silver men are disposed to bolt 


the National Convention, the McKinley 
men, 
who bolted 
many State and 


district conventions in which they were 
in a minority, have set them an example 
which they cannot be blamed for fol- 
lowing. 


A UANDID ADMISSION. 


It has been apparent for some time 


to the most casual observer that the 
gold men 'of the two old parties were 
ready at all times to assist each other. 
Our 
talk-silver-Lut-vote-gold friends 


here in Nevada, would not, howerer, 
admit the closo communion existing 
between them and the Administration 
Democrats. Now, for some cause, our 
evening contemporary is less secretive. 
It may be that the visit of its editor to 
the orange groves of California has 
made him more communicative.

SAN JOBK SCA1B. 


Energetic -Wensnrfs Should be Adopted 


to I.'cctroy it. 


For about tu o years I have heard re- 


ports of the San Joso scale heing pres- 
ent at Reno, and a bulletin issued a 
short time ago by Professor H'llmau 
caliud attention to the fact tbat it was 
there and widely distributed, also that 
he was experimenting with insecticides 
on some trees that were infested with 
this scale, and we soon hope to hear 
the result of his experiments. A few 
days ago I examined some of the fruit 
trees at Reno and found some of them 
very badly infested, and others in ad- 
joining gai dens with a few scales on 
them, showing tbat the pest is spread- 
ing. 


The superiority of all the decidious 


fruits of this part of Nevada is already 
recognized and attested, and with 
proper care and attention this industry 
may become very important, therefore 
I think it incumbent on every person 
interested in fruit culture to use ener- 
getic means to stop the ravages, and if 
possible to eradicate this pest. Now, 
as this scale is new in Nevada and as 
well as I can learn only found near 
Reno, a short description of its ap- 
pearance, habits and 
best known 


moans for its destruction as culled 
from the reports of the latest and best 
experiments with this scale may be 
found useful. 
Of these reports 


would refer to "Insect Life," vol 7, No. 
4, for 1895, published by the Agricul- 
tural Department, Division of Ento- 
mology. This publication, by the way, 
has been stopped by our present Sec- 
retary of Agriculture, one more of his 
wise acts. 


The aspediotus peruiciosus, or San 


Jose scale, when occurring in a sintrle 
specimen on apple bark, is a grayi°h 
yellow speck, about the size of a small 
pin head, somewhat rough, and on 
young smooth bark there is always 
red circle around the scale. 
When the 


tree is badly infested the scales over- 
lap. 
Then the tree presents a rough, 


scurfy, grayibh appearance, and when 
sci aped a yellowish oily substance ap- 
pears from tho destruction of tho in 
sects. 
This insect is viviparous, thai 


is, gives birth to living young and does 
not lay eggs. 
In climates similar to 


ours the breeding season would be 
about two months, commencing some 
time in May, and the larvae are pro 
duced continuously. Three days after 
birth they cover themselves with a se 
cretion forming the scale. As these in 
sects only crawl a short distance befon 
forming the scale, they do not spreac 
very rapidly, but may be carried by the 
•wind and objects which have been in 
contact with there, and especially b; 
birds. 


In experimenting with insecticides i 


was found to be useless to attempt to 
kill these insects by spraying in sum 
mer, as any material that would kil 
them would injure the tree; besides, i 
is almost impossible to saturate every 
part of a tree when in full loaf. It was 
found, however, that one winter spray- 
ing with either of the following mix 
tures was entirely effective in killing 
all the scales: 


First, from one to three pounds o 


whale oil soap to one gallon of water 
Second, the so-called California resin 
wash of six times the summer strength 
as follows: Resin, 120 pounds; caustii 
soda, 20 pounds; fish oil, 10 pints; watei 
sufficient to make 100 gallons. 
Both 


these washes are expensive, but not s 
much so as the fumigation process 
These spraying applications should b 
made as soon as the leaves fall, as a 
that time the insects will be found 
moie susceptible than later in tho sea 
son. 


From the best information obtain 


able. I behove that when a tree is badly 
infested, or uhen only a few trees in 
an orchard are affected, the beat plan 
is to cut them out and bnrn them 
This soale will attack all decidiou 
fruits, both tree and fruit, also entrant 
and raspben les.

object is to serve and conserve the 
home, that the guardians of the homo 
are the proper critics, jadges and di- 
rectors of the State, nt least in so far as 
the State deals with domestic ques- 
tions ? 
Women to-day are crippled in 


the performance of purely domestic 
duties by their exclusion from direct 
participation in legislation; crippled 
exactly as miners, weavers, machinists, 
faimers, lumbeimen and merchants of 
the male sex would be, were these 
classes disfranchised.
